SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

Knave Vol. 26, No. 2 contains advertisements which, in the context of the magazine in 
which they appear, advertise the use of urine or excrement in association with sexual 
conduct and the exploitation of young persons for sexual purposes. As the Board 
discussed in Decision 3/96, the fact that those words appear in advertisements which 
the editors and publisher had the freedom to reject indicates that Knave promotes, 
supports or tends to promote or support the content of these advertisements. One of 
the ordinary meanings of “promote” is “to publicise and sell”. This is the purpose of an 
advertisement. These advertisements sell videos, magazines and telephone services 
which advertise urine in association with sexual conduct and which exploit young 
persons for sexual purposes. The Board consequently finds that the inclusion of these 
advertisements in this issue of Knave means that the publication promotes, supports 
or tends to promote or support the exploitation of young persons for sexual purposes 
and the use of urine or excrement in association with sexual conduct. This publication 
therefore infringes s.3(2)(a) and (d). Subsection 3(2) deems this publication to be 
objectionable. Knave Vol. 26, No. 2 is therefore classified as “objectionable”. 
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
